Still we cartidd on, and kept our 
beds full) Unfortunately, kind-heart- 
ed people were always bringing: us |- 
dying folk with a few hours to live, 
and their bodies had to be removed, 
I had prepared a large fair room 
gaily decorated with crimson flam- 
boyant blossoms for our dying, and |! 
we tried to make their last moments 
happy; but the work was terrible, 
and after three weeks we all showed 
signs of collapse. , 

I was slowly recovering afer a 
collapse when, looking up, I beheld 
a vision of loveliness ‘in a snowy 
, white linen headdress and a great 
red cross on her brow. “Who are 
you?” TI said. The angel roared 
with delight. “Don’t you know me, 
Tira?" she'said. “Go back to bed 
at once,” I roared. “ Go to bed your- 
self,” she replied.
